The International Olympic Committee announced 
last Saturday in Lausanne，Switzerland，that both 
Peking and Taipei had agreed to meet to discuss the 
China membership problem in the Olympic 
IOveIment . 

This is a significant move. If the meeting indeed 
takes place，it will mark the first time official 
delegates from both sides have acknowledged each 
other in thirty years， 

In the past，delegates from Peking had always 
sought the ouster of Taipei's representatives f 们 om 
Olympic meetings. However, last year shortly before 
the Asian Games convened in Bangkok， 了 Peking 
changed its attitude and invited Taiwan athletes to 
join the Chinese team. The catch was that Taiwan 
delegates would be considered part of the Peoples 
Republic of China team，and would have to march 
under the five-star red flag.

But what is important is that both sides 
are willing to sit down and talk, We know that table 
tennis diplomacy”led to_ normalization between US 
and China，and the _ North and South Korea 
unification talks were initiated by “Red Cross” 
members, We hope the meeting of Olympic delegates 
from Peking and Taipei can lead to a single China 
team at the Moscow Olympic Games. If all goes well，

The history of the community 
has been reconstructed by the 
Oakland Chinese History “Re- 
search Committee organized in 
1975. It is, to my knowledge, the 
first group to receive a small grant 
with which to hire a_professional 
writer and carry out such 
research. Project writer is Eve 
Armentrout Ma. A major in Asian 
American studies，she-holds a 
doctorate degree and has written 
several articles about China In 
addition，she speaks two dialects 
of Chinese， Together with her 
husband， Jeong ” Ma， she has 
uncovered many interesting 
historical facts。，They hope the 
book will be published in the near 
future. 

Mrs. Ma writes:“We have seen 
that from the time of Oakland's 
founding right up to 1875， 
Chinese participated extensively in 
the building up of the city and 
surrounding area，They found 
jobs as laborers and foremen in a 
very jlarge number of Oakland 
factories. They built the railroads， 
they worked on the harbor and 
constructed the dam for Alameda 
County s first reservoir，they were 
a Imajor force in the;， area's 
agriculjtural industry; they ran the 
laundries and were the pre- 
ferred employees of the wealthy， 
and they were an important link 
in the marketing apparatus.” 

Mrs，Ma describes the early 
struggles of the Chinese as 
follows: “At first scattered 
throughout the area, by 1865 they 
began to congregate in :distinct 
areas 一 more afid more Chinese 
were living in Chinatown. One 
Teason for the growth of these 
Chinatowns was the rising ant 


Chinese 。 sentiment， The first 
Chinatown in Oakland was 
Primarily a small marketing 


center Which also contained*some 
[facilities] for recreation and 
amusements, As time passed, how- 
ever，other Oaklanders subjected 
the Chinese to legal，economic， 
and physical harrassment，and 
in self defense Chinese actually 
began living in Chinatown. This 
did not solve the problem. Once 
large numbers of people _ began 
living in Chinatown， the -anti- 
Chinese forces attacked the 
Chinatowns. They were too 
cTOwded，saidq the objsctors，and 
besides， they ”were  occupying 
valuable real estate， We have

AVIATOR 

Eong Joe Guey was born in 
1882 in the Yanping district of 
了 wangtung province. He came to 
the US at the age of 12. He worked 
for awhile in San Francisco， 
attending evening classes to study 
English, then moved to the eastern 
part of Cajlifornia where he lived 
from 1898 to 1906. During this 
period, he developed an interest ip 
machinery and technology, spend- 
ing his evening hours carrying on 
experiments to satisfy his curiosity. 
He designed and constructed 
electric motors，and set up a 
wireless telegraph set in his own 
Ioom，He also became intrigued 
with the idqea of building air- 
Planes， 

In 1906 he moved back to the 
Bay Area, and in 1907 he formed a 
company in Oakland to design 
and build airplanes， By April of 
1908 he had managed to build his 
first plane, but it failed on its first 
test flight. To add to his problems， 
his workshop caught fire and 
burned to， the _ ground， Un- 
daunted，Fong built a second 
Plane, He tested it in Sept， 1909 
above the Oakland hills and was 
able to fly it for twenty minutes， 
The belt holding the propeller 
broke，and the plane crashed. 


:FEong Cuey continued building 


airplanes，and in 1911，his plane 
stayed in the air for forty minutes 
and landed without mishap. The 
Chinese government heard of his 
talents (for after all this was only a 
few years after the Wright 
brothers had made their Kitty- 
hawk flight) amd persauded Fong 
to return to “China to help 
organize a national air force，He 
died in 1912 in a plane crash while 
demonstrating his flying tech- 
niques. 

The pubjic is slowly becoming 
aware of Chinese American ac- 
complishments like this. The 
favorabjle reaction of many people 
to “ normalization of relations 
between the United States and 
China is encouraging，(Note，I 
do not approve or disapprove in 
regard to the normalization.) 
After years of struggles and frus- 
trations，the future for Chinese

SAN DIECO 一 人 $2.6 miL 
lion Specialized Population Re- 
Search Center fior the study of 
human reproduction has been 
established at the UC San Di- 
ego School of Medicine by the 
National Institutes of Health 
(NIH). 

Under the direction of re- 
Productive bioiogist Samnuel S. 
C. Yen，M.D.，fve research 
teams will investigate how the 
brain， Pituitary -gland， and 
ovaries regulate reproduction， 
Such fndings are thought to 
be the key to devising better 
contraceptives， correcting im 
fertility Problems，and reliev- 
ing ”menopausal conditions 
Such as hot fushes, psychologi- 
cal disturbances， and bone 
changes， 


A major effurt of the four- 
year Project will be to unravel 
the mechanisms by which the 
brain controls and sometimes 
qisrupts the menstrual cycjle. 
The ability of the mind to af- 
fect reproduction has been 
known since ancient timnes,， but 


clues to the exact operation of 
this mechanism have only re- 
cently been uncovered. 

Yen explained,“In the ani- 
mal world we see that 让 the 
environment or the female's 
emotional state are not condu- 
cive to bearing and nurturing 
young，there will be a high 
mortajlity rate, or physical aber- 
rations among her offspring. 
Emotional，Psychological and 
environmental factors can Un- 
doubtedly interfere with the 
reproductive Process 站 ani- 
mals and humans.， In fact， 
mind, mood， and behavior can 
ultimately ”control reproduc- 
tion.”

. chological Problems interfere 
with their reproductive abili- 
ties. 

The scientists hope for a 
twofold yield to these inyvesti- 
gations,. “We want to unveil 


the social，environmental and 
emotional infuences which can 
cause reproductive _ failure， 
Yen said.“Once we know how 


the normal menstrual cycle is 、 


regulated by the brain，we]ll 
know where and how to target 
contraceptives，and be able to 
develop new methods for Pre- 
venting ovulation,” 


The hot fushes associated 
with menopause will also be 
studied in the Specialized Cen- 
ter，Yen's research group re- 
cently _ determined that hot 
fushes coincide with the rhyth- 
mic release of luteinizing hor- 


mone by the Pituitary gland, 


They also occur with greater 
frequency at certain periods of 
the day, [Through further study 
the investigators will try to dis- 
cover what initiates the rise im 
temperature and hot Hushes. 


A third important focus of 
the research will be the cellu- 
lar， hormonal and biochemical 
activities within the ovaries 
which are essential to repro- 


duction。 At Present there is 


only fragmentary information 


about these Processes 也 hu- 
mans. The UC San Diego re- 
searchers hope to identity the 
exact sequence of these cellu- 

，]lar and hormonal changes. 
With such information the in- 
fertility and anovulatory Prob- 
lems caused by 9varian failure 
can be corrected. 


“We now have very few 
leads about how ovarian Prob- 
lems cause infertility”Yen ex-

capabilities ,may cause infer- 
tility， In many such cases the
